A developer gained con­

night of a large subdivision 
in east 
Plano but

Planning and 
Zoning C om m issioners to 
m aintain the quality of 
existing homes 
The commission, on a 3-1 
vote with 
Dick 
Hickman 
opposing, approved a new 
design plan for the Los Rios 
Addition which is located 
north and west of the City of 
Plano W astew ater T re a t­ 
ment Plant and south of 
Ranch Estates Addition. The 
amount of retail, townhouse, 
duplex and SF-1 and SF-2 
residential acreag e was 
reduced to reflect the fin­ 
dings of a recent m arket 
study. 
Requests for rezoning on 
235 acres, replatting on 74 
acres and final platting on 
15.3 acres were approved to 
carry out the new design. 
The subdivision originally 
contained 47 acres duplex, 
115 acres SF-3 residential. 


107 acres SF-2 residential 
and 84 acres SF-1. As ap­ 
proved 
Monday 
night, 
however, the subdivision will 
consist of OO acres SF-1, 96 
acres SF-2, 218 acres SF-3, 20 
acres duplex, ll acres MF-2 
apartm ents, 48 acres SF A 
tow nhouse and 26 acres

Hickman opposed the plan 
because of dissatisfaction 
with assurances of continued 
restrictions on 
residential 
property.

Newell, a 
homebuilder who has pur­ 
chased lots adjacent to the 
rezoned property, brought 
the possible problem to the 
commission’s attention. 
He said that 
when he

Licensintorg of Moscow was 
signed with Texas Utilities 
Services Inc., an affiliate of 
TP&L, Dallas Power & Light 
Co. and Texas E lectric 
Service Co. All are members 
of the Texas Utilities Co. 
system . 
V-0 Licensintorg is an 
exporter and importer of 
technology for the govern­ 
ment of the U.S.S R. 
TUSI President Perry G. 
Brittain said the pilot project 
in East Texas is one part of 
the 
electric 
com panies’ 
continuing research into all 
technologically 
feasible 
alternatives to increasingly 
expensive natural gas and 
oil as fuels for generating 
electricity. The companies 
began using mined lignite in 
1971, and are constructing a

D EA R PO LLY — While making a velvet dress I ironed a 
seam from the inside and now have a shine on the outside of 
the dress. I tried to steam it out but the shine remains. I do 
need some help. — MRS. J.G . 
D EA R MRS. J.G . — The proper way to press velvet is to 
steam iron on top of a piece of velveteen or plush, ibis 
prevents shine. I wonder how you steamed your dress. Try 
placing a damp cloth over a standing iron (hot) and hold the 
velvet lightly over the resulting steam. As usual we hope 
some reader will come forward with anything she may 
have discovered for doing this. — PO LLY. 
DEAR PO LLY — One of my Pet Peeves is with the noise 
minibikes and motorcycles are allowed to make by law. They 
make more noise than cars and some even more than big trucks.

Place in a bag Inis 
prolongs the life of the gloves and keeps them from having that 
sticky feeling. When a break does appear in a pair I keep them to 
use for cutting and arranging flowers or for doing outdoor work.

D EAR PO LLY - For years I had a problem with mildewea 
rubber gloves until I saw a nurse in my doctor’s office turn a pair 
right side out after they had been hanging wrong side out. She 
took hold of the top with thumb and forefinger of both hands, on 
opposite sides, and pulled tight and then spun them around. This 
rolls the cuff down to hold the air inside. Take hold of the top• witn 
one hand and squeeze to pop the fingers out. Always pull ot 
wrong side out so they stay dry and smell good until they wear 
out. If you have long fingernails put small pieces of tape in the 
ends of the fingers to keep from poking holes in them. — MHa.
